LONDON, Tuesday, Oct. 3—(UP)—A Nazi “secret weapon” 
was used by a group of the fourth regiment of the German 32d 
infantry division in ending the war for themselves, Radio Mos- 
cow re early today. 

The broadcast quoted the Germans as: saying that after Gen. 
Wegener outlined the seriousness of the German position in the 
Baltic states, Obergefreiter Hellmuth told them: 


“We have a secret weapon whereby we can avoid destruc- 
tion. Get hold of a perfectly ordinary stick and a white hand- 
kerchief. This is the weapon which will save your lives.”

Infantry with bayonets, tanks‘ 
and mobile guns hurdled the tiny 
Wurm river north of the frontier 
fortress of Aachen and fought into 
Germany on a six-mile front, ad- 
vancing behind an artillery bar- 
rage paced by 10-inch howitzers 
planted along the frontier almost 
three weeks ago. 

Lt. Gen. Courtney H. Hodges’ 
battle-wise veterans jumped off 
two hours after the first of 1,000 
medium and fighter-bombers came 
hammering out of the clouds upon 
the startled Germans, shattering 
a comparative lull of two weeks 
while the First Army mustered 
strength for the blow. 

TWO TOWNS WIPED OUT 


The bombers wiped from the 
map two German villages, Merk- 
stein, a mile inside Germany, and 
Palenberg, four miles north, both 
in the path of the big push, which 
may be aimed at the enemy’s fifth 
largest city, Cologne, miles east 
of the crossings, or Dusseldorf to 
the north, standing at the gate to 
the Ruhr industrial valley. 


Another drive appeared to be

Dickins revealed that “some fel- 
low” more than six feet tall shoul- 
dered his way through the crowd 
and took a “swing” at his friend 
while he was still seated. 

“Perceiving that my friend was 
in. a rather helpless position,” 
Dickins told reporters, “I attempt- 
ed to go to his aid. ' 

“Immediately, I was grasped 
from behind and while pinioned 
one of the group that was near me 
hit me in the left eye, thus pre- 
venting me from getting nearer to 
my friend.” 

Then, the officer related, he 
lifted his leg “in such a manner” 
as to force the man holding him 
from behind to release him,

36 hours, leading to erroneous re- 
ports that he was captured. 

“The enemy was a damned 

sight stronger than we  antici- 

pated,” Urquhart said, adding that 


when he could not get his forces 
into. Arnhem he formed them in 
a perimeter on the north bank 
of the river. He said the Ger- 
mans “fortunately” did not make 
a concerted attack but “kept nudg- 
ing their way in” while laying 
down heavy mortar and shell fire. 

As the perimeter was contract- 
ed, the British dressing station 
for wounded was left some 200 
yards outside. 


“The Hun walked into the 
building, but allowed us to evac- 
uate our wounded to that build- 
ing until the very end,’ Urquhart 
said. “He was extremely good 
about that.” 


He said the Germans used one 
end of the building for their 
wounded while the British used 
the other end. 


ALLOW USE OF WELL 


“The Hun allowed our jeeps 
to run back and forth to a well 
which was in their hands to get 
water for the wounded,” he added. 

When his airborne force land- 
ed, Urquhart said, they expected 
to be relieved within 24 hours 
at best and within three days at 
worst. The remnants of the dii- 
vision were evacuated after 10 
days and nights of desperate 
fighting. 

“T don’t think we could have 
lasted another 24 hours the night 
we left,’ Urquhart said. “They 
had no cooked. food for three or 
four days. The troops were fer- 
ried across the river to the south 
bank from 10 p. m. until dawn 
when there were still several hun- 
dred left on the north bank. The 
men awaited their turn on the 
bank in extremely good fashion 
considering their anxiety, but 
when the sun rose the Hun got 
in on both banks with machine- 
guns and that was rather a pity. 


Of 8,000 British airborne troops 
landed in the Arnhem area, 2,000 
were evacuated when they no 
longer could hold their position, 
it was announced officially sev- 
eral days ago.

plies to Aachen, the Germans sent 
a train toward the town, It stop- 
ped just east of the city. The en- 
gineer made the mistake of blow- 
ing his whistle and an answering 
hail of our shelJs’ smashed the 
train. 


As I write, our infantrymen are 
tackling the crack German re- 
serves in the foxholes. The Ger- 
mans are laying down a bombard- 
ment with everything they have to 
the rear of the fighting line. 


In the first phase of their attack, 
the infantrymen. took and passed 
eastward of Palenburg village, 
three miles southwest of Geilen- 
kirchen. Medium bombers had 
given the village a terrible pasting. 
It was heavily fortified as part of 
the Siegfried line. 


The general line of advance is 
toward Merkstein and Herzogen- 
rath, northeastward of Aachen. 


The rate of advance is slow 
partly because of the German 
adoption of new tactics—deploying 
infantry around instead of in pill- 
boxes, and supporting them with 
mortar fire, and in defending in- 
numerable foxholes behind the 
lines of pillboxes. It is estimated 
'that the Siegfried line defenses 
are three to four miles deep 
around Aachen. 


In addition to our main attack 
there was considerable fighting at 
other points along a 20-mile front 
around the ee 
frontier. 


FURY NEAR NEW HIGH - 


The fury of, the American bom- 
bardment which started today’s 
main attack was almost a new 
high. Along the Netherlands fron- 
tier Dutch men, women and chil- 
dren stopped awed at the tremen- 
dous explosions, the concussion of 
which bulged their home windows 
in and out. They could see flames 
and black smoke shooting up hun- 
dreds of feet as shell and bomb 
exploded. But the townspeople 
soon returned to their daily work.

Nazis Realize 
Deteat Looms, 
Says Atlantan 


THOMASVILLE, Ga., Oct. 2.— 
All Germans, even Gestapo agents 
and members of the fanatical Hit- 
ler youth movement, realize that 
defeat looms ahead for them, ac- 
cording to Sgt. Morrison T. Miller, 
of 1298 Lucile avenue, S. W., At- 
lanta, who arrived at the Finney 
General hospital here today after 
more than a year as a war pris- 
oner of Germany. 


Miller, an aerial gunner, receiv- 
ed a fractured vertebrae when he 
bailed out over Germany Septem- 
ber 27, 1943, during a raid on the 
port of Emden. It was his 12th 
mission and also his birthday. He 
was among the repatriated pris- 
oners of war who arrived last 
Swedish exchange liner 
i holm.

ler said. “Parts of some of Ge 
many’s larger cities are as flat as | 
pancakes.

In addition to his 
back injury, he had a broken leg. 

“While I was there,” he said,

away and when those big bombs 
fell the building would shake like 
jelly.” 

Miller is the son of Mr. and 
Mrs. George D. Miller, of Atlanta. 
His wife, Mrs. Louise Miller, also 
lives here.

‘NEW YORK, Oct. 2.—(#)—Re- 
moval of excess profit taxes and 
other means of encouraging pri- 
vate enterprise, rather than con- 
tinued government spending, are 
urged by Harry L. Hopkins, close 
confidant of President Roosevelt, 
to assure postwar — 
and security. 


In an article for the Nowetiher 
American magazine Hopkins says 
“The opportunity to work must 
be provided through the dynamics 
of our way of life, by increased 
production, increased earning, 
and increased private spending. 

. Competition through free en- 
terprise can help destroy poverty 
in America.” 


“It has been demonstrated dur- 
ing the war that, given enough 
government spending, there will 
surely be full employment. How- 
ever, I do not propose this remedy 
as the solution to the — of 
unemployment. 


“A constant reliance upon large- 
scale government spending, with 
resultant heavier taxes or continu- 
ing deficits and perhaps increased 
competition with private business, 
is not consistent with the continu- 
ation of our competitive system. 


“Without precluding government 
spending as an instrument of pro- 
viding jobs, we must look first to 
other means of achieving full em- 
ployment, Government-financed 
public works must be supplemen- 
tary to the effort of the people.”

One is rather surprised to note, follow- 
ing the universal condemnation of her ill- 
chosen remarks at the GOP national con- 
vention, that the Republicans continue to 
allow Rep.

That is the speech, you may remember, 
where la Luce, with hammy histrionics, 
laments the loss of GI-Jim, who died, one 
gathers, because Franklin Roosevelt “failed 
to turn back the tide of war... failed to 
lead the world away from war and toward 
peace.” 


In so doing, of course, Mrs. Luce con- 
veniently forgets to mention the record of 
her own party in the matter of foreseeing 
and preparing for war. 


She says nothing—for she cannot afford 
to—about the Republicans scrapping the 
Navy under Harding, about the Army be-

coming smaller and smaller under Cool- 
idge and Hoover until finally, during the 
latter’s tenure, its sole purpose seemed to 
be to police the District of Columbia, to 
run a bedraggled bunch of World War I 
veterans from Washington, to burn their 
pathetic little belongings behind them.

A 40-Year Loan Paid in Four Years 


From Hartwell, Ga., comes a story of 
a new home-owning citizen of Georgia. 
Four years ago Walker P. Herring got an 
FSA loan and bought a 50-acre farm. 


This week saw him pay off the 40-year 
loan. Part of the money used to pay off 
the debt was left over from’ his 1943 crop. 
The remainder was from cotton, of which 
he had 12 acrés this year. He also had 
two acres of truck crops, 10 acres of grain 
and 12 aeres of cotton. 


The FSA administrator said that six 
other borrowers had paid half or more of 
the purchase price of their farms and all 
of them are up to date with their payments. 


This is just another story which dem- 
onstrates the value of FSA. It is impos- 
sible to calculate the value to Georgia 


when Walker P. Herring paid out of debt 
and stepped out of the FSA office as own- 
er of his own place. His is a story which 
can be told many times. The FSA has 
made its share of mistakes and has had 
a small percentage of failure. The tragedy 
is that it is under almost constant attack 
from interests which, for lack of any other 
reason for opposing FSA, must be classi- 
fied as selfish. 


The story of Walker P. Herring doesn’t 
mean all farmers are prosperous or out of 
debt. No one can-measure the sweat and 
sacrifice and hard work he and his family 
put into the farm to pay out, But they 


did and Georgia has another farmer owner. 


We can use a lot more. And the FSA 


is showing us how,

On After Her Time 


I ‘was somewhat shocked when I read the 

other day that Aimee Semple McPherson had 

| been gathered to her fathers: I had forgot about 

her, fiery and tempestuous as was her career. And I felt a little 

flicker of sorrow to read that she was over 50 and had been fight- 

ing illness for some months before the Old Man With the Sickle 
beckoned to her. 

Aimee really had passed on with that era which some refer to 

as the “Era of Wonderful Nonsense,” the gay and gaudy twenties 

when many office boys had their brokers and money grew on trees. 


That also was the era of “The Golden Days of Sport” and the 
gilded time of speakeasies and night clubs which were raided now 
and then by the Volstead boys. 

Aimee was good back there in the days of “The Greatest Sec- 
retary of the Treasurer Since Alexander Hamilton,” in the days of 
“Beale Street Blues” and the fiddler that always “slickened his hair.” 

Aimee’s time was the time of the flapper and the camel’s hair 
with the bottle of bathtub gin in the pocket coat, the copy of The 
Mercury edited by the sage of Baltimore, and the “new freedom” 
of “Flaming Youth.” , 

This was the time when the novelists first began to treat of the 
subject of “Flaming Youth.” F. Scott Fitzgerald was their prophet. 
Remember “This Side of Paradise?” 

ee’s time was the time of Warren Harding and “Normalcy”: 
the time of the Teapot Dome oil grafts, ‘“‘The Little Black Bag, 
the “Ohio gang,” and Doheny, the fixer. 

It was the time of ponderous, pompous Herbert Hoover, who 
spoke of “New Economic Plateau’s” from which America would 
never, never descend. It was the time of two chickens for every pot 


and a car for every garage. It was the time of lolling on the golden 


littorals of Florida and California; of movie murders and Hollywood 
sin, 


Golden Era Sister Aimee’s time was the time of the great fig-

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How Fighter Planes 
Destroy the Robots 


Continuing, from yesterday’s column, the offi- 
cial story of the Battle of London, the fight 
against the robot bombs. ‘Today we read of the 
work of the fighter planes, the first line of defense, | 
“In the battle against the flying bomb, our fighters were faced 


with a number of difficulties: The first was the speed of the 
bombs. Only our fastest fighters possess the high speed needed to 
overtake the bomb in level flight. Other types had to position them- 
selves two to three hundred feet above and then dive down upon 
it to get the additional speed to overcome it. The problem of exactly 
hitting off the correct angle of the dive was a very difficult one 
and could only be mastered with experience, ,.. Some pilots have 
shot down over 50 bombs alone—a performance of great personal 
Maca ; 

“In the hours of darkness it was, of course, easy enough to spot 
the flaming tail of a flying bomb many miles away. On the other 
hand, night presented its own peculiar difficulties. In order to 
bring down the bomb the pilot must fire his guns at a range of 
about 300 yarda If he fires when he is too far away, he probably 
won't destroy the bomb. If he fires when too near, the bomb may 
blow up and destroy him. 
| “However, by night it is very difficult indeed for the pilot to 
estimate how far away he is from the bright light of the jet.... 
Our scientists gave much attention to this problem which for a time 


baffled us. Experiments were carried out with various elaborate 


radio equipments.. Meanwhile, Professor Sir Thomas Merton pro- 
duced a simple, ingenious rangefinder which proved to be the 
complete answer. It was so simple the whole device cost little more 
than one shilling (20 cents).”

“The targets attacked included launching sites, storage depots 
and communications in France, as well as factories, special fuel 
plants and experimental stations in Germany. Altogether they 
dropped on these targets over 100,000 tons of bombs. 

“All this has not been done without loss; on these operations 
the British and American Air Forces together have lost nearly 450 
aircraft, including many heavy and medium bombers, involving the 


loss of approximately 2,900 pilots and air crews.”

Role of Intelligence Intelligence. In the battle against the 


flying bomb, the Intelligence Services, our agents in enemy terri- 
tories, air_reconnaissance squadrons and the photographic interpre- 
dation units played a vital part. 

“They warned us in the first place of what Hitler was preparing 
for us, and have since directed the bomber forces with remarkable 
precision on to the weak links and bottlenecks in the enemy’s or- 
ganization, 

“Apart from the numerous attacks against the launching sites, 
we, since the’start of the bombardment, have concentrated our 
main effort upon disrupting the enemy's production and supply or- 
ganization, 

“Lange stocks of flying bombs were stored in tunnels and caves 
not far from Paris. The existence of these storage depots was re- 
ported to us by agents. After confirmation had been obtained by 
air photographs, bombers went out to destroy them. These at- 
tacks were most successful.’ Many of the tunnel entrances were 
blocked. In some cases, great 12,000-pounders actually pushed in 
the roof of the caves, which subsided onto the flying bombs and 
buried them, 

“Agents reported that the enemy was moving his stocks to other 
depots. Many of these in turn were discovered and destroyed. 

“On one occasion a train loaded with some 200 flying bombs 
stopped at a marshalling yard in north France. The train was de- 
tected and the information passed to England in time for our bomb- 
ers to go out and blow up the train before it moved... .”

What Makes 
A Big Man? 


I have no quarrel with anybody 
who praises Mr. Roosevelt, or with 
anybody who intends to vote for 
him. But I do have a quarrel with 
an idea—the false, absurd and be- 
littling idea that only one person 


of America’s 132 million is com: | 


petent to manage the affairs of 
government while our fighting 
men finish the war, or to direct 


the hegotiation of a satisfactory | 


peace when the war is won. 

We seem to have an atavistic 
awe of any man in high place. The 
glory of his office becomes his per-’ 
sonal glory. Any President who 
happens to be in office gets credit 
for the nation’s achievements as 


Coolidge got credit for a boom— 
and Hoover got the blame for the 
depression that followed. But no 
one man is responsible for the 
success and the greatness of 
America. 

The government of America is 
a vast business almost beyond 
comprehension. No single human 
head can hold all knowledge con- 
cerning it. The many departments 
do countless things of which the 
President knows no more than the 
general public. Even men in the 
State Department, serving their 
own prejudices, often act without 
his knowledge—in a few notorious 
instances against his will. 

A President is surrounded by 
expert advisers, some on the pay 
roll; some not. When he acts on 
their advice, he seldom makes se- 
rious blunders: when he acts on 
his own, or withouf consulting his 
most capable men, he often makes 
mistakes—such as the effort to 
pack the supreme court, and the 
tragic wrecking of the London 
Economic Conference, 

He even has experts to write his 
speeches. He may change them, 
or even rewrite them entirely, but 
still they are the work of other 
men’s brains. 

The President is in position to 
know many things that are hid- 
den from others. That was true 
before the ‘war, yet he had no 
realization of what was coming. 
He promised that no American 
boy would be sent to a foreign 
war: he approved and praised the 
neutrality act, which kept us from 
helping our friends and made us 
help those who were plotting 


against us; and the selective serv- 


ice act was not his idea, but was 
originated by a representative. 


In short, he is human. And if 
you are a reasonably’ well-in- 
formed adult. with good sense and 
self-confidence, you will not find 
in the record a single thing done 
by him that you could not have 
done as well, . 

There are no supermen. There 
is no man doing a job that some 
other man can’t do as well. Poets 
are born, and doctors and chemists 
must have long training, but any 
smart man can govern well. They 
were unschooled: and |. inexperi- 
enced men who rebuilt mighty 
Russia,

Winner Will Have 
Sympathetic House 


WASHINGTON.—It is interesting to consider 

| one of the chief lines of attack being put out 

é by enemies of the President against the fourth 

term; namely, that Mr. Roosevelt’s re-election would be certain to 
result in national chaos because under no circumstances are the 
Democrats expected to win control of the lower house of congress. 

Such poison dispensers as Mr, Frank Kent, the syndicated colume 
nist of the anti-administration Baltimore Sun, are continually put 
ting out this line. It is being echoed lustily by various Repub 
lican campaign spokesmen. 

Mr. Kent went so far as to say recently that no responsible 
Washington newspaperman could be found who was willing to 
concede the Democrats a chance to win the house in the coming 
election. 

Before making a statement of the kind he might have explored 
the precincts of the National Press Club, where, on most any day, 
enough newspapermen holding the opposite view can be found to 


The statement simply isn’t true. No one has troubled to take a 
poll of the question, but if one were taken it is doubtful that it 
would show any sizable number who would refuse to concede 
Democratic control of congress in the event President Roosevelt is 
elected to a fourth term. 

It never has happened otherwise before in history, so why 
should it be different now. Invariably congress has been con- 
trolled by the party winning the presidency. 

If Mr. Roosevelt is re-elected in November, the size of the 
Democratic majority in the house will depend largely on the size 
of the President’s popular majority. At the present writing, Demo- 
cratic campaign managers are counting on him to bring through 
with him a house majority of -at least 50 members. 

But the fraud in the line being put out by enemies of the Presi- 
dent is found in that part of the statement predicting legislative 
chaos in the event of his re-election. The house is sure to be 
Republican, they say, and hence it will be impossible for the White 
House to exercise any control whatsoever over congress. 


What the critics conveniently forget is that the 
President has been without any semblance of con- 
trol over congress for the past two years, and yet none of the pre- 
dicted chaos has materialized. 

While the Democrats, it is true, have continued to maintain 
organization control, actual White House~control was lost in the 
1942 elections. A combination of Republicans and anti-New Deal 
Democrats have been in the saddle ever since then. 

And despite what the critics say, Mr. Roosevelt, obviously 
enough, has been able to get along with congress well enough. He 
has not had his way about everything, to be sure. Some of his 
vetoes have even been overridden. But there certainly has been 
nothing to bear out the direful predictions of his enemies about 
legislative chaos. 

The truth of the matter is, as every fair observer of government 
proceedings knows, that Mr. Roosevelt, more so than any chief 
executive the nation has had in years, is able to get along with 
congress regardiess of its political complexion. 

You could give him a house and senate made up entirely of 
Republicans and Communists and he would still be able to run 
things nicely enough, He has that way about him. When he and 
his enemies can agree he calls them in for a conference. Compro- 
mise is usually the result. 

That is precisely the way he would manage things in his next 
administration, if he should find a hostile congress on his hands. 

It is to be noted that the President’s critics fail to make any 
mention of the senate situation in predicting legislative disrup- 
tions if he is elected again. Now the senate is so one-sided in its 
present Democratic majority that no one gives the Republicans a 
chance to gain control there. 

Dewey could win by a landslide ip November, and the senate 
would still be Democratic. Only a political miracle, it seems, can 
upset the Democratic majority there. If there is any certainty of 
a legislative deadlock, therefore, it attaches only to the possibility 
of the Republican candidate for President winning. 

But you never hear the critics talk about this. They paint you 
just one half of the picture—and that built on a false premise. 

The whole line is pure bunk, of course. If Roosevelt wins, all 
the odds are in his favor to win control of the house, with the 
senate not in doubt. If Dewey wins, he may be expected to carry 
control of the house—but with the senate locked against him. 

Wherein are we more likely to have chaos?

It seems clear that the Dumbar- 
ton Oaks conference has sat, end- 
ed, and failed to solve the lead- 
ing questions confronting the par- 
ticipants. 

The “great area of agreement,” 
stressed as resulting from the con- 
ference, existed before it started. 


That concerns the type of security | 
for the smaller nations, and the 
general structure of a world or-| 
ganization. That structure, too, is’ 


open to discussion, before it is 
accepted by the American people. 
But prior to Dumbarton Oaks, 
there was agreement between 
President Roosevelt, Prime Minis- 
ter Churchill and Marshal Stalin} 
about the basic principles of that | 
structure. When six weeks ago, 
the three delegations came togeth- 
er for the first time, each of them | 
had in his briefcase similar p.em- 
oranda on this subject, 


It is obvious that the sticky 
point, which was not resolved in 
Dumbarton Oaks, did not concern 
the world as a whole, but the sp>2- 
cific question of relations between 
the United States, Great Britain, 
and the Soviet Union. If I may 
quote myself, from a column writ- 
ten some weeks ago, the problem 
under the proposed setup is uot 
that of how to restrain aggressions 


“restrain the restrainers.” 


As far as I can see, the diffi- 
culties under the Three-Power 
plan come chiefly from the Soviet 
side. The Soviets cannot overcome 
their traditional fear that in case 
of a dispute about aggression, tng 
Anglo-American powers will take 
a common stand, and that, in the 
end, the new league may be trans- 
formed into a world alliance 
against the Soviet Union. The al- 
ances in this very war should 
have shattered that theory but 
they apparently have not removed 
the fear. 


As long as the entire future! 
organizatiorw of the world is treat-| 
ed in terms of great-power poli- 
tics and possible “spheres of jn- 
fluence” these fears will not be 
resolved, if the participants sit for 
six weeks, six months, or six years. 
You cannot make plans to “en-

Calorie Cutting 
Should Be Done 
Scientifically 


By IDA JEAN KAIN 
Not knowing which meal the

takes too much of the pleasure out 
of eating. By counting calories 
anyone can enjoy three meals a 
day and lose two pounds a week. 

Of course the calorie cutting 
must be done scientifically. One 
ounce of fat counts 255 calories. 
One ounce of Sugar, starch or pro- 
tein counts 113 calories. It's easy 
to see that fats furnish two and 
a fourth times as many calories as 
the other food. nutrients. It fol- 
lows that the calories can be cut 
in hunks by trimming down the 
foods high in fats—fat drippings, 
gravy, mayonnaise, cream, butier, 
fat meat and pastries. Aside from 
their high calorie content, these 
fat foods turn into body fats more 
readily than the other energy 
foods. 

It isn’t difficult to trim off the 


.| fat corners ... at breakfast, limit 


the butter to one pat, one-fourth 
inch thick. That’s 50 calories. In- 
stead of a fried egg, have it soft 
boiled, poached or scrambled. To 
avoic. the fat, scramble the egg in 
the top of a double boiler, with 
a little milk added. It’s delicious 
prepared that way, and deletes at 
least 50 calories. Black coffee—if 
you like it that way—contains no 
calories. But cream in your break 
fast coffee starts the day out just 
right, have it. One lump of sugar 
counts only 25 calories and one 
tablespoon of cream 30 calories. 


>| The calories should be cut from 


the menu where they will be 
missed the least. 

Supposing the lunch menu in- 
cludes a sandwich ... it can be 
loaded down with “calories, if fats 
are used liberally, or quite low if 
they are not. A Swiss cheese, or a 
ham on rye with mustard is slim- 
fing. But one tablespoon of may- 
onnaise adds 100 calories and but- 
ter spread thick could add another 
hundred. For dessert it’s best to 
avoid chocolate eclairs or pastry 
. « - fat again. Have fruit, angel 
food cake or fruit ice.

A sizeable drop 
in August net income from a year 
ago chilled the rails. Election 
hopes drew attention to power 
and light company securities. 

The bond market held a rela- 
tively steady undertone today, 
with substantial buying interest 
centered in rails.
